Almost six months ago an ordinance allowing for the excused absence 
and payment of employees providing election related services was 
defeated by the Council. Because there is a clause in the IUOE, 
Local 19 contract allowing for such payment, same inconsistencies 
have been noted in the administration of election day absences. 


Consequently, it has been necessary to propose a policy that 
prohibits all city employees from receiving an excused absence and 
payment for providing election related services. Additionally, 
Primary and General Election Days shall be not recognized as paid 
holidays for employees of the City of Ft. Wayne under the proposed 
ordinance.
